Here, then, in the midst of the knowl­ 
edge and cultivation and wealth of New 
York, were conditions, it seems, equal 
in effect to that of any squalid tenement 
house or fever-plagued town in the 
East, where Dr. Washburn traveled 
years ago. There was the subtle poison 
in the very atmosphere when this active 
organizer was planning to purify the 
plague places of the city.

tutional defect, this wretched sewer 
stuff acts promptly or slowly, but al­ 
ways surely to bring out, and strike 
down with it just as surely the scientist 
as the simple little child.

lected statistics conccrningthe progress 
of astronomy in the United States, 
which are published in au interesting 
report. 
In the fall of 1879 circulars 
were scattered over the country, re­ 
questing 
professional and 
amateur 
astronomers to send to Washington 
brief accounts of their instruments and 
their observations. 
Replies were re­ 
ceived from forty-one observatories, of 
which twenty-four are private and the 
others are connected with colleges or 
academies. 
Several of the observers 
have constructed their own telescopes, 
and many have made their observations 
from door-yards, windows and roofs. 
The story of their experiences is all the 
more interesting on that account. Many 
of the most important discoveries in the 
heavens have been made by observers 
who had to deprive themselves of need 
ed sleep, and to work without any of 
the costly equipments of ail observa­ 
tory. 
This report 
shows that the 
astronomers of the door-yard and the 
roof have fairly kept pace with those 
who make their observations seated in 
the padded chairs of tho big observa­ 
tories. 
They may comfort themselves 
with 
tho recollection that William 
H erschers observatory was his garden. 
The various objects chosen for special 
observation indicate the direction in 
which the science is being chiefly de­ 
veloped. 
This is unmistakably toward 
the practical side. 
Thus liiteen of the 
forty-one observers have given special 
attention to Hic determination of oxar-t 
time. 
This is » m atter of the first im­ 
portance, for what Edward Everett 
called the eternal clockwork of the 
skies is the source of all our calcula­ 
tions that depend upon the lapse of 
time. 
Thirteen of the observers have 
devoted themselves specially to tho 
study of the sun. 
Recent observations 
tend more aud more to prove that the 
sun influences the earth's weather, and 
that when the causes that produce sun 
spots are most active the earth is subject 
to the most violent meteorological dis­ 
turbances. 
Twelve observers have spent most of 
their time in watching for comets. 
These self-appointed sentinels are by no 
means to bo regarded as mere curiosity 
hunters. 
Astronomers admit that the 
earth may be iii danger from comets. 
If one should fall into the sun it would, 
iii all probability, produce such an out­ 
burst of heat as to destroy every living 
thing on the earth. 
The comet of 1680 
was aimed so close to the sun that even 
Newton feared it would strike it. 
The 
great comet of 1813 went yet closer. 
Iii fact, it grazed the sun, and the groat 
sun-spot that appeared in that year is 
believed to have been caused by tho 
fall of ail enormous meteoric mass fol­ 
lowing in the track of the comet. It has 
also been suggested that the outburst 
of light in the sun on September I, 
1869, which was accompanied by an 
electric shock that produced startling 
effects in various quarters of the earth, 
was caused by the downfall of other 
meteors belonging to the train of the 
same comet. 
The next most interesting celestial 
object for our star gazers appears to 
have been Jupiter. 
Eleven observers 
have i>aid special attention to him. The 
wonderful red spot that has adorned the 
disk of the giant planet for over two 
years has attracted man)* telescopes, 
and has given rise to a great number of 
speculations. 
The conclusion seems to 
be that Jupiter is not yet a habitable 
globe, but is a red-hot ball that is grad­ 
ually cooling down, so that ages hence, 
when the earth is dead, like its com­ 
rade, the moon, life ma)* bloom out in 
Jupiter. 
Next to Jupiter in popularity comes 
Saturn. 
Seven observers have taken 
particular pains to study his splendid 
rings and the little swarm of eight 
moons circling about him. 
Four liavo watched Afars, three Bler- 
cury, one Uranus, and ouc Neptune 
Two have spout much time among the 
barren mountains of the moon, measur­ 
ing the height of lofty peaks, triangu 
latino in tho beds of dried up oceans 


immensely swell the cereal productions 
to be thrown on the market in the raw 
state, has but one tendency, and that to 
keep prices where only the strictest 
economy and the most laborious habits, 
supplemented with the least possible 
expense, can produce them without ac­ 
tual loss; and instead of swelling the 
number of those thus engaged, steps 
outside and devotes his energies to the 
breeding of tine stock—sheep, swine or 
cattle, any or all—buying the grains 
with whicn to rear his stotdc from those 
of his near neighbors who persist in 
following the old beaten paths because 
they require the least thought, and sell­ 
ing breeding stock back to them at 
double or treble the price which stock 
of their own rearing will command. In 
all this time the lands of the grain pro­ 
ducer are gradually, but surely dete­ 
riorating, from the fertilizing element, 
which they so sorely need being with­ 
held from them, while those of the 
stock grower are waxing fat from the 
abundance of nutrim ent annually re­ 
turned. 
We do not believe that anything in 
the least degree sensational is contain­ 
ed in the foregoing lines, but that, in­ 
stead, they are facts which are amply 
confirmed by over3*day observations. 
And we will add that, except in years 
of partial failure, if the farmers of the 
fertile West very soon realize fully re­ 
munerative prices for the two great 
staple products of corn and oats, of 
which so many million bushels are an­ 
nually produced, very mucli less of the 
products must be thrown on the general 
markets; and instead they must to a 
much greater extent be utilized on the 
farm in making beef, pork and mutton, I 
and in rearing tho agile and plucky 
roadster which, with tho natural in- j 
crease of wealth in oar midst, is every 
year becoming in 
greater demand. 
Neither should be omitted the rearing 
of the heavy draft horse, for the special 
use to which ho is so well adapted, as 
he is of as great necessity as any do­ 
mestic animal in the land. 
And we 
would not be forgetful either of that 
greatly 
slandered and much-abused 
animal, the patient mule, whoso vicious 
habits are far more frequently the result 
of his being made to feel than man in his 
common foe, than to any inherent dis­ 
position on his part to be mean just for 
amusement. 
Perhaps it may not be tho 
most popular tiling for an editor to 
espouse the cause of the mule and 
make 
this 
despised 
plebeian the 
subject of his confidence, but from per­ 
sonal experience we do not hesitate to 
proclaim that no domestic animal will 
more promptly respond to gentle treat­ 
ment, nor exhibit a higher appreciation 
of kindly acts, than will he, nor one who 
takes greater delight in exhibiting the 
underside of the hoof to them who give 
him only abuse when he does not de­ 
serve it.— Burlington Hawkeye.

of Tycho for some possible indication 
of remaining life. 
Three observers have been watching 
for a glimpso of the shy planet Vulcan, 
which, as its name implies, docs not 
fear to face the lier}’ sun at close quar­ 
ters; one has beer looking out for as 
toroids, and three have kept watch for 
meteors aud shooting stars. 
The nebula? have attracted special at­ 
tention from one observer, though it is 
probable that since Prof. Draper has 
recently succeeded in photographing 
the nebula; they will be more studied. 
The gaseous nebula? are believed to be 
solar systems yet in a state of chaos, 
without form aud void. 
Three observ­ 
ers have paid special attention to pho­ 
tographing the moon, stars and planets, 
and four have spent most of their time 
with tile double stars, which are among 
tho most beautiful of all celestial ob­ 
jects. 
Counting aud making charts of 
stars has chiefly occupied the time of 
four others. 
The Smithsonian Institution has sent 
out new circulars, and next year a still 
more interesting report may be looked 
for.—AT. Y. Sun.

For several years past Easter Sunday 
has been a day of special interest not 
only to the ritualistic churches, but to 
those of all denominations. Yesterday 
was no exception, aud every pulpit and 
platform bore some indication of the 
day, rn the form of floral decorations, 
and every ^sermon and service bespoke 
something of the resurrection of Christ 
and the supposed resurrection of nature 
from its winter’s death.

The true spirit 
of the day, however, which rises above 
flowers and bonnets, seemed to pervade 
all the services, aud songs and sermons 
bowed loyally to tho real inspiration of 
Easter. 


CHRIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH 
was very pleasingly adorned with flowers 
aud plants. Upon the altar were placed 
bright bouquets, and greenhouse plants 
cut flowers were placed upon the cross.
